WASHINGTON» The four lawyers 
who prosecuted Roger Stone quit 
the case Tuesday after the Justice 
Department overruled them and 
said it would take the extraordi- 
nary step of lowering the amount 
of prison time it would seek for 
President Donald Trump’s long- 
time ally and confidant. 

The resignations raised imme- 
diate questions over whether 
Trump, who earlier in the day had 
blasted the original sentencing 
recommendation as “very horri- 
ble and unfair,” had at least indi- 
rectly exerted his will on a Justice 
Department that he often views 
as an arm of the White House.

Residents, 
officials push 


back at U.S.

The political fight over the 
Trump administration’s efforts to 
trim environmental reviews for 
new development flared across a 
deep divide Tuesday at a federal 
hearing in Denver, with climate 
change looming heavily and frus- 
trations high.

Sanders edges Buttigieg in 
New Hampshire primary

MANCHESTER, N.H.» Bernie 
Sanders won New Hamp- 
shire’s presidential primary 
election Tuesday night, nar- 
rowly edging moderate rival 
Pete Buttigieg and scoring the 
first clear victory in the Dem- 
ocratic Party’s chaotic 2020 
nomination fight. 

In his win, the 78-year-old 
Sanders, a self-described 
Democratic socialist, beat 
back a strong challenge from 
the 38-year-old former Mid- 
western mayor — two men 
representing different genera- 
tions and wings of their party. 

“This victory here is the be- 
ginning of the end for Donald 
Trump,” Sanders declared. 

As Sanders and Buttigieg 
celebrated, a strong perfor- 
mance from Amy Klobuchar 
gave her a path out of New 
Hampshire as the contest 
moves on to the string of state- 
by-state primary contests that 
lie ahead. Joe Biden and Eliza- 
beth Warren posted disap-

The New Hampshire vote 
made clear that the early days 
of the Democratic contest will 
be a battle largely between 
two men four decades apart in 
age and ideological opposites. 
Sanders is a leading progres- 
sive voice, calling for substan- 
tial government intervention 
in health care and other sec- 
tors of the economy. Buttigieg 
has pressed for more incre- 


and making a point of appeal- 
ing to Republicans and inde- 
pendents who may be dissatis- 
fied with President Trump. 

“Thanks to you, a campaign 
that some said shouldn’t be 
here at all has shown that we 
are here to stay,” Buttigieg 
told cheering supporters.

Bennet drops out 


Colorado senator 
vows to support 
Dem nominee 

in N.H. speech

CONCORD, N.H.» Coloradan 
Michael Bennet dropped 
out of the race for president 
Tuesday night after a disap- 
pointing showing. 

“I think it’s fitting that we 
end the campaign tonight,” 
he told supporters. “To- 
night is not going to be our 
night. But let me say to New 
Hampshire — you may see 
me once again.” 

The Democratic U.S. sen- 
ator was winning support 
from just 0.3% of New 
Hampshire voters with 85% 
of precincts reporting. The 
55-year-old’s cash-strapped 
campaign — focused al- 
most singularly on New 
Hampshire’s _ first-in-the- 
nation primary for the last 
few months — failed to 
stand out in a crowded 
field. 

Businessman Andrew 
Yang, whose results were in 
the low single digits, also 
dropped out Tuesday. Ben- 
net had outlasted former 
Colorado Gov. John Hick- 
enlooper, whose short- 
lived run for president end- 
ed in August; he’s now run- 
ning for Colorado’s other 
Senate seat. 

“T feel nothing but joy to- 
night as we conclude this 
particular campaign and 
this particular chapter,” 
Bennet told more than 100 
supporters at a restaurant 
in Concord. “I am going to 
do absolutely everything 
that I can do as one human 
being to make sure that 
Donald Trump is a one- 
term president. I will sup- 
port the nominee of my par- 
ty, no matter who it is, to 
make sure that you defeat 
Donald Trump.” 

Bennet got a later start 
than most of the field, an- 
nouncing his candidacy last 
May after spending the pre- 
vious month dealing with a 
prostate cancer diagnosis, 
surgery and then recovery. 

As a candidate, he put 
forth what he considers 
“the most coherent set of 
policies in this race” on 
health care, immigration
